The speeches of the iiirirmnl Ive 
showed vory painstaking propartatlon 
which evidenced In the logical treat- 
ment of the mutter and the polished 
manner of presentation. While the 
discourses of the négative occasionally 
overlapped. Ihejr arguments likewise 
showed more than a cursory atten- 
tion paid to the accumulation of facts 
and deductions therefrom. 

The subject matter was especially 
pertinent in view of the recent Past- 
oral Letters of prominent ecclesias- 
tics and this feature was not over- 
looked in the argumentation of the 
affirmative. 

A. Zappa first speaker of the af- 
firmative, opened the broadsides by 
enunciating the statement that the 
present period would go down to 
posterity as the age of Jazzy danco. 
"The present method of dancing," .he 
jistated "Is detrimental both physically 
and morally." While the dance had its 
origin in religious manifestations, its 
later degradation was the cause of 
its banishment and condemnation by 
the- religious authorities. The danco 
may be recommended as a healthy 
exercise he continued, but the manner 
in wJiich it is at present carried on 
during unduly long hours in a vitiat- 
ed atmosphere in halls of dubious 
reput, left much lu be desired. 

.Millington for the negative sought 
to justify dancing on the score that 
i'. is an outward expression, of joy 
and cited from the Mlblc and from 
history to substantiate his contention 
that it is a perfectly natural and ir- 
rcprcssable manifestation. We nliould 
' not Indict the dance itself for Ulu de- 
j tcctive exhibitions of those performers

IN CARTHAGE 

Count Byron Khun de Prorok 
Gave Illustrated Address 

LAST NIGHT 

Films Bring Many Interesting 
Ruins and Relics to Light 

Illustrating his talk with films and 
<illdes showing llic work being dorm 
by archaeologists on tho Carthaginian 
ruins 11.1 the. present, time, Count 
;!yron Khun do Prorok gave «, vlvl/' 
liccounl of the "Antiquities of Cnr- 
lliage" before a large audience In the 
Convocation Hull or thn Ft. V. C. 
last night. .Many or tho phsoes of 
Carthaginian research and excava- 
tion were gone, into by the speaker, 
who dealt. n,t some length first with 
l'unie Carthage, and later with tho 
Carthage of Christian times. 

A good portion of tho pictures shown 
mm taken by nrcoplane. 

These tiro tho first Illustrations of 
archaeological excavations to be tak- 
en In this way. 

Within ten yearn from tho present 
time, Carthage, will bo built up for 
Ihe e.lglh time, Lho loctumr predicted. 
Many ruins have already been brought 
to light and work of restoring them 
has been begun. Some nf the work 
of excavation . Involves considerable 
difficulty, necessitating much danger- 
ous mountain climbing. This was 
illustrated by tho films. Some stuc- 
co work has been unearthed which 
closely resembles iridescent pearla. 
Much concerning the religion of the 
ancient Carthaginians has bcrn dis- 
covered from materials found in the 
ruins. 

Temples dedicated to the ancient 
gods, Moloch, Baal and Astartc have 
also been uncovered. A tombstone 
bearing an inscription in Phoenician, 
and containing tho name Hannlbn! 
has been found, but it is not known 
whether this inscription refers to the 
famous general. 

Traces of rouge, powder, vaporizers, 
hairpins containing tho names of the 
owner and bronze mirrors have been 
brought to light.' 

Over two hundred and fifty ruins 
of Christian Carthage . have .heon dis- 
covered. A brlof outline of .the con- 
ditions of these at the- present • time 
was given by the speaker. 

The work of Father de "Lattre, a 
pioneer in Carthaginian excavation 
came In for considerable praise on the 
part of C omit de Prorok. .Father de 
Lattre has now spent fifty years in 
North Africa doing his best to un- 
ravel the mystery of Carthage's his-

IBoxiiiR, wrestling and fencing fans will find plenty to interest 
them during lb-day and to-morrow for the annual Intercollegiate 
Assault-At-Arms is here this year, the first rounds being fought to- 
night. The last time the fighters from the three universities were 
seen in action here was in 1921, when McGill was forced to ac- 
knowledge the superiority of the Toronto men, but only by the 
narrowest of margins. In 1922 the meet was held in the Queen 
City and again the representatives of the Blue and White-were 
victorious. Bui their laurels were snatched from them last winter, 
when the McGill squad won the clash in Kingston with nine points, 
Toronto taking six and Queen's two. This was the first time since 
1915 that the championship had come to the Red and White and 
undergraduates here received the news with great rejoicing. 

But the title is once again in the balance and this evening and 
the next will. sec the scales go one way or the other, for McGill 
for Toronto or Queen's. If the verdict is favorable the honours 
will continue to rest in these halls but if not they will depart for 
parts as yet unknown. The visitors are strong. There is not the 
slightest doubt about that and judging by past performances and this 

! year's record we are inclined to give the edge to the 1 oronto men 
rather than to Queen's. U. of T. squads have won the intercollegiate 
bouts on many an occasion and this year's team had an exception- 
ally "^successful tour in the States, drawing with West Point and 
defeating the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. The Toronto 
aggregation includes such men as Black and Gray, both well known 
because of performances in the past, and according to the advance 
news these are" not the only two Blue and White men to be feared. 
Queen's, moreover, must be seriously reckoned with and their men 
will make a great bid for victory. But McGill is strong, especially 
on the mats, and there are some very good students in the art of 
'fisticuffs among the ranks of the boxers. We are hopeful as to 
the outcome but we would never proclaim with certainty that Mc- 
Gill will still be holders of the title after the last bout to-mpjrjow 
night. But there are two things which we do know. The fit»t 5s 
that the winners, whoever they may be, will have to be a fine 
group of men, whether they are from the Limestone City, orfrotri 
the U. of T. campus, or from our own university* And the second 
ic that those who attend the Assault will see bouts well worth 
watching. The Intercollegiate meet is always featured by hard and 

'cleah hitting, fast grappling, keen rivalry, and good sportsmanship. 
The chance to see the Assault is only given once in three years to 
most students and we strongly advise you to be on hand both 
nights, if it is at all possible. You will not regret doing so, for 
you will carry away great memories, which will live for a long 
time.

Moreover, .while many have pointed 
out tho effect of history and environ- 
ment on tho Jews, there are, on tho 
plhor hand, those who have stressed 
Iho retroactive Influence of Iho Jew- 
ish mentality on their contributions 
to general cultures. 

For these reasons, a discussion of 
the problems In Jewish psychology, 
especially by so able a speaker as Mr. 
Kllnebcrg, should prove of inestim- 
able benefit, nol only by bringing old 
truths into a. new light, but also by 
opening up nîw avenues of thought 
on a subject which is of new and 
crowing interest.

Dear Sir. — In Mr. Amaron's propo- 
sal for a possible increased universal 
levy tax with the object of bettering, 
as ho puts It. "colleen spirit," he has 
opened what might prove to he a vast 
area ot discussion upon which two 
letters so far wrtlt'/. in reply have 
not. traversed, and, in fact, barely 
touched . 

First, of all, let us admit at the out- 
set, that. Mr 

in his choice of words- A 
levy cannot increase "college spirit 
College spirll cannot he subsidized. 
True, by mean. 5 of mooted attendance 
ot games can be, and doubless would 
be, augmented, but whether or not this 
would amount to a betterment of col- 
lego spirit is indeed a debatable ques- 
tion. But, at any rate, 1 think that 
the motive behind the recent proposal 
Is the evident lack of attendance at 
certain of tho university athletic con- 
ests, just as the ultimate object before 
It is Ihe advancement In the number 
of attendance. With its purpose this, 
no one would question for a moment 
the practical effect of the scheme. It 
would achieve its result . However, 
efficient though it might be practi- 
cally, on principle, it is open to very 
grave criticism. It would make root- 
ing compulsory. We should have to 
change our impression of the college 
rooter aa being an enthusiast: he 
would be an attendant through force of 
circumstances. This might be a jus- 
tifiable transition. I am not stating 
otherwise. Perhaps, too. — who would 
say? — the idea is another step towards 
Americanism. But then there are 
many notions of our friends across the 
line which are worthy of toleration 
and even of supiport. Maybe this is 
one. Who wyi decide until we have 
tried It? 

On business and financial and bud- 
getary grounds the levy Is easily de- 
fensible. Its advocacy is an admission 
ot a deplorable situation, and to spon- 
sor it would be to wield an unprin- 
cipled weapon in an attempt to regain 
what we fear we have lost, and to 
retrieve the body but not the spirit. 
And when there is nothing else at 
hand, perhaps we should be pardoned, 
yet we must not be induced to believe 
that we are gaining one ideal by re- 
linquishing another. We must forget 
about ideals and consider only atten- 
dances. This is u material ago and 
th.it we should look first to the tan- 
gible nnd afterwards to the intangible 
is not surprising. That we should be- 
lieve that we hitye both when we bavo 
only the first would, perhaps, be less 
excusable. 

The levy will probably come in time. 
Tho problem is, arc we ready for It? 
Aro wo prepared to abandon a fond 
Illusion for stern reality? Never should 
wo drop one •illusion and take In lis 
place another . Never should we mis- 
take enforced attendanoo as oollege 
spirit. If there are any Idealists at 
college, the move will be a. blighting 
one lo their conscience. But then the 
practice of idealism Is even harder 
for an undergraduate society than for 
the Individuals who composo it.

Three More Public Meetings 
tq be Held 

One of the. most Interesting lec- 
tures glvon under the. nusplcea of ths 
.School for Social Workers was deliv- 
ered Wednosdn.y night by Mr. R. K. 
Atkinson of the Russet Sage Founda- 
tion In Now York State. Mr. Atkin- 
son is also the Director of Recreation 
In institutions: he is a successful re- 
search student In tho field of phy- 
sical ability; and he has had wide 
experience in directing community 
,re-oreation . 

The subject of last Wedne.trtay'« 
address was "Recreation In Instltu- 
,tlons." The talk wb* Illustrated by 
|lnntern slides, and It wan not only 
l«,xceedlnsly Interesting, but also con- 
tained an immense amount of in- 
formation In comparatively few words., 
Ho spok* particularly of the need of 
piny and recreation In penal Institu- 
tions. He told of the successful work- 
ing out of the so-called "honor sys- 
tem," wlt.h which no attempts at es- 
cape ha/1 been made. Tn a slightly, 
different field' attempts have been 
ma/ie to overcome the peculiar phen- 
omenon ot the inferiority complex In 
children of deficient, sense-organs and 
motor-organs, that Is. cripples, blind 
children, den/ children, etc. Blind 
'Children, for example, are. taught to 
improve th«dr hearing which make* 
up to a. great extent for the irrepar- 
able, physiological defect. Chlldran 
afflicted with paralyaia have been en- 
tirely cured by new methods now be- 
ing pur. in use. Some of the thing*

an tor a period of over fifteen centu- 
ries . 

A flash of the Amphitheatre ot 
Carthage, thé scene ot many terrible 
sights was also shown. 

A map was then thrown on the 
screen showing the route that the ex- 
cavators propose taking this winter. 
It covers territory from the northern 
I coast of Africa down as far ;ia the 
Sahara desert. The chief object of 
this journey is the discovery of the 
losi library of Carthage, which will 
give to the world the history of this 
country from its own point of view. 
The only things known about Cur- 
tilage at present come from writ lugs 
of the Romans. 

The Carthaginians were the first 
people to ha.ve prohibition, this was 
in the year 500 B.C. Anyone In- 
fringing this, law in the time of war 
v, - as punished by death. 

Gigantic baths, having lead pipe 
systems which supplied hoi and cold 
water has also been revealed. Sev- 
eral uf the ruins have been chipped by 
• Arabs who wear the parts chipped 
off as amulets. 

The Arabs also have the habit of 
putting many of the treasures thoy 
are Instrumental in discovering in 
their mouths, selling thorn afterwards 
to tourists, who are only too anxious 
to buy such articles. Tourists have 
not been guiltless in this , regard, i 
picture being shown of one who at- 
tempted lo make off with his hands 
anil pockets filled with curios that hn 
had pilfered.; When a.sked fur an ex- 
planation, this man pointed out that 
be was an archaeologist and there- ' 
fore entitled to what ho had taken. 

Seven mosaic floors had bçcn found 
in perfect stato of preservation. 
Theso havo beon mounted onV'oment 
and will remain in Carthago mi ex- 
hibition for any interested. 

The lecturer hoped next year to 
have an exhibition of some of the 
ruins in tho McC.IU Library.

Board." I do not bellovo that all the 
propaganda, over attendance nt games 
Is In tho Interest or "oollego spirit. " 
Look at this side of It. Sovornl men 
were dropped. In Science I at the ond 
of the mld-yoar. I nekod «ovoral 
once, who wore supposod to attend 
tutorlnlH "why Ihoy did not do so." 
The nnswere was, "no time." To glvo 
an example, on a certain night before 
Christmas, no one turned out lo a cer- 
tain tutorial- ' On going to thn Union 
later, three were there who should 
have been nt the tutorial. Two of 
them are no longer at McGill. It Is 
not always tho professors' fault when 
agnail riills—hia follow students arc a. 
Utile lo blame and making a god of 
sport is not helping new nieu at col- 
lege. My idoa of tho purpose of' a 
college Is not a flno balance between 
being a "good sport." and falling In 
your course; Wo have gone a. long 
way past, the balance nnd any student 
of psychology could perhaps see a 
little of the reaction agalnat such con- 
ditions in the poor attendance at the 
sports to-day. "College spirit" does 
not cbtiHIxl In a man being a "McGill" 
cheer lender one year and then giving 
Queen's" the benefit of his experience 
the next yenr. A "graduate told mo 
that story, and ho (the leader) lost 
his year by attending all the games. 

College -spirit" is being compounded 
with attendance at. athletics. It may 
be lo some extent, but my attendance 
at games largely varies as the amount 
of currency I happen to possess, and 
I do not value my "college spirit'' that 
way. 

Summing up, I see the following ob- 
ject iona to any .inch scheme: 

1— It Is loo much of a bribe to new 
men entering college and "nthkties 
and no study" is proving disastrous 
enough now to many first yenr men. 

2— -Tt Is In too complete harmony 
with Professor I .na conk's category of 
present day eollege sport. He may 
be joking but others think the same. 

.1— It will have an 111 effect on 
people supporting the college. Endow- 
ments do not. always come from ath- 
lètes . 

4 — Though it may improve attend- 
ince at games at first. due tn cheaper 
•a.tes. that, in llself. cannot last long. 
A man cannot poïpibly keep up with 
his work and attend the mad pro-

Three More Public Meetings 
to be Held 

One of the most Interesting lec- 
tures given under the nuspietTt of tht 
School for Social Workers was delir- 
ernd Wednesday night by Mr. R, K. 
Atklnaon of the rtuftsol Sage Founda- 
tion In Mew York State. Mr. Atkin- 
son is also the Director at Recreation 
in institutions; he is a successful re- 
search student In the field of phy- 
sical ability: and he has had wide 
experience, in directing community 
,r«jrcat|nn . 

The subject of last Wednesday's 
address was "Recreation In Institu- 
tions." The talk waa Illustrated by 
jlentorn slides, and It wajt not only 
jexceedlngly Interesting, but also ctm- 
jtàlnèd. an immense amount, of in- 
formation In comparatively few words- 
He «pokn particularly of the need of 
play and recreation In penal institu- 
tions. He told of the successful work- 
ing out of the so-called "honor nys- 
icm," with which no attempts at es- 
cape ha/1 been made, tn a slightly, 
different field- attempts have been 
ma/ie to overcome the peculiar phen- 
omenon of the inferiority complex in 
children of deficient sense-organs and 
motor-organs, that Is. cripples, blind 
children, dan J" children, etc. Blind 
children, for example, are. taught tn 
limprove their heartn? which make* 
up to a jrreat extent for the irreçax- 
ahle physiological defect. Children 
afflicted with paralysis have been en- 
tirely cured by new methods now be- 
ing pur. In use. Some of the thing* 
;Mr. Atkinson told about sounded 
little short of miraculous to his hear- 
lers.

Dear Sir. — ft is. to say the least, 
regrettable that n student of this uni- 
versity cannot, apparently, express his 
opinion on a, question through, the 
columns of Ihc Ontlv, without being 
subjected to a UradA of personal Invec- 
tive in subsequent oorrospondence. 
One may disagree with Mr. Ttichard- 
son's views on Ihe subject of season 
tickets for athletics, but such disag- 
reement Is surely a poor reason for 
resin-ting to the use of the argumièn- 
tum ad Imminent. Such a method of 
argument not only is valueless In it- 
self, but it Invariably. weakens tho force 
of any renl argument which may sub- 
sequently he presented. "Mud sling- 
ing," as II is commonly called, savors 
rallier of small town politics than of 
university discussions. In pinning tho 
question for a gouoral charge for ad- 
misnion lo athletic games before Ihe 
sludent body, Mr. Amaron Intended. I 
bellovo, to stimulate a fair-uilnded im- 
personal discussion of the subject, 
prior lo \\\a semi-annual meeting of 
the Students' Society. It is to he 
hoped lhal ftitlkre corrcispomlenco will 
be conducted along more courteous 
linen . 

I cannot agree with Mr. Richardson 
thai college spirit would suffer by tho 
tldopt Ion of Iho proposed plan. The 
various branches of athletics form tho 
rhlc-r centre of interest from which our 
ubjlego spirit develops, nnd, if a man 
Ii? not Inclined to participate In them 
hlmsolf, he can acquire tho coUeso 
spirit bout, by turning out In support 
of the various teams . U is next lo 
impossible for a man to ntietul a few 
games without becoming an onthusi- 
antic rooter,-- thereby picking up a 
line college spirit. Tim fact that ho 
lias paid In advance for admission to 
the names, only ensures that lie will 
(urn. out and get the. proper spirit,— > 
a flat' Hint, he couldn't be paid lo stay

Tim advantage lo ihe various teams 
of hnvltUi (he full support of the -"tu- 
dents at tlie games cannot be over- 
estimated. Une ban only to recall tho

lege spirit is indeed a debatable ques- 
tion. But. at any rate, I think that 
the motive behind the recent proposal 
is tlie evident lack ot attendance at 
certain of tho university athletic con- 
ests. just as the ultimate object before 
it is the advancement In the number 
of attendance. With its purpose this, 
no one would question for a moment 
the practical effect of the scheme. It 
would achieve its result. However, 
efficient though it might be practi- 
cally, on principle. It Is open to very 
grave criticism. It would make root- 
ing compulsory'' We should have to 
change our impression of the college 
rooter as being an enthusiast; he 
would be an attendant through force of 
circumstances. Thi,s might be a jus- 
tifiable transition. I am not stating 
otherwise. Perhaps, too. — who would 
say? — the idea is another step towards 
Americanism. But then there are 
many notions of our friend3 across the 
line which are worthy of toleration 
and even of support. Maybe this Is 
one. Who wijl decide until we have 
tried if." 

On business and financial and bud- 
getary grounds the levy is easily de- 
fensible its advocacy is an admission 
of a deplorable situation, and to spon- 
sor it would be to wield an unprin- 
cipled weapon in an attempt to regain 
what we fear we have lost, and to 
retrieve the body but not the spirit. 
And when there is nothins else at 
hand, perhaps wo should be pardoned, 
yet we must not be induced to believe 
that we are gaining one idéal by re- 
linquishing another. We must forget 
about ideals and consider only atten- 
dances. This is a material ago and 
that we should look first lo the tan- 
gible and afterwords to the intangible 
Is not surprising. That we should be- 
liovo that wo have both whon we have 
only the first would, perhaps, be less 
excusable. 

The levy will probably come in time. 
Tho problem is. aro we renijy for It'.' 
Aro wo prepared to abandon a fond 
illusion for stern reality'.' Novcr should 
we drop one • Illusion and take In lis 
place another. Never should we mis- 
lake, enforced attendance as oollego 
spirit. If there are any Idealists al 
college. Iho move will be a blighting 
one to their conscience. But thou the 
practice of idealism is even harder 
ror an undcrgraduato society than for 
the individuals who compose it.

A flash of the Amphitheatre of 
Carthage, the scene of many terrible 
sights was also shown. 

A map was then thrown on the 
screen showing the route that tho ex- 
cavators propose taking this winter, 
it covers territory from the northern 
coast of Africa down as far .m the 
Sahara desert. The chief object of 
this journey is the discovery of tho 
lost library o:' Carthage, which will 
give to the world the history of this 
country from its own point of view. 
The only things known about Car- 
thage at present come from writings 
of tho Romans. 

The Carthaginians wore Iho first 
people to have prohibition, this was 
in the year 50U B.C. Anyone in- 
fringing this law in the time of war 
was punished by death. 

Gigantic oaths, having loud pipe 
systems which supplied hot and cold 
water has also been revealed. Sev- 
eral of the ruins have been chipped by 
Arabs who wear the parts chipped 
off as amulets. 

The Arabs also have the habit of 
putting many of the treasures thoy 
are instrumental in discovering in 
their mouths, selling them afterwards 
to tourists, who aro only loo anxious 
to buy such articles. Tourists have 
i not been guiltless in this regard, a 
picture being shown of one who at- 
tempted to make off with his hands 
ami pockets filled with curios that he 
had pilfered. When asked for an ex- 
planation, this man pointed out ih.it 
iie was an archaeologist and there- 
fore entitled to what he had taken. 

Seven mosaic, floors had been found 
in perfect 3 iato of preservation. 
These have been mounted onV-ement 
and will remain in Carthago on ex- 
hibition for any interested. 

The lecturer hoped next year to 
have an exhibition of some of the 
rr.ins In tho McGill Library. This 
library had been of great service to 
him, tor yesterday morning he had 
found in it books on a Carthage that 
ho had beon unable to find in Fiance.
